Planes Bomb 


U.N. Airport 


ELISABETH VILLE (IP I ‘—Two 
planes of the tiny Katangese air 
force attacked the United Nations* 
held Elisabethville Airport today. 
Katanga officials claimed the air­ 
port control tower was “put out 
of action.’* 


The two Dormer type planes 
dodged heavy ground fire as they 
flew over the city en route to the 
attack. But the extent of the 
claimed damage could not be 
confirmed. Earlier, U.N, sources 
said there was no damage or 
casualties in the pre-dawn raid. 


(In London, the British govern­ 
ment announced that it was hold­ 
ing up delivery of its promised 
bombs for U.N. jets in the Congo 
until "certain aspects’* of U.N. 
policy in Katanga have b e e n 
clarified.) 
The Katanga government today 
confirmed that three U.N. jets 
battered Camp Tshombe, Elisa- 
bethville’s main Katanga army 
post, in a pair of low * flying 
swoops over the camp Sunday. 
The government also said U.N. 
jets had attacked Kolwezi, about 
150 miles west of here, hitting 
the center of the town, African 
homes and installations owiied by 
the huge Union Miniere mining 
firm.

"No casualty figures are avail­ 
able," a Katanga spokesman said. 
"but we fear the worst.’*

The park consists of 32.6 acres, 
including a six-acre island, in Ne- 
shaminy Creek. It is at the west 
end of Middletown Township near 
Lower Southampton and across 
the c r e e k from Northampton 
Township. 


Bodfey Abstains 


Commission Chairman Edward 
B. 
Boyer 
and 
Commissioner

Andrews 
voted 
to 
make it a county park. Commis­ 
sioner John J. Bodley abstained 
because, he said, he has repro* 
sented "one of the interested par.

The park is owned by Playwicki 
Park Corp. The incorporators are 
Francis B. Alien, George L. At­ 
kins and James G. Broth. 


According to records in the of­ 
fice of the Bucks County Record­ 
er of Deeds, Alien purchased the 
property from Edward Rhine in 
1954 for $19,000. In 1956, accord­ 
ing to the deeds, the property 
wa* transferred to the corpora­ 
tion. At that time the value was 
estimated at $22,936.

The previous witnesses had told 
the court, they had seen racks 
for the bottles instead (rf hooks.

claiming that Dr. Weiner caused 
the deaths of 15 of his patients 
by spreading in epidemic propor­ 
tions a disease called serum hepa­ 
titis, through contaminated equip­ 
ment in his office including the 
bottles and tubes which would 
hang from either the racks or 
the hooks.
